The following excellent address to ‘‘ the Opponents 
of Church-rates in Rural Parishes,” has just been 
issued by the committee appointed at the Con- 
ference of Abolitionists lately held in London :— 

Fellow Countrymen—In spite of the most formidable 
opposition it has ever encountered, the Chursh-rate 
Abolition Bill has been once more read a second time in 
the House of Commons, Nover before have so many 
members voted on the question: never have so many 
voted for the bill. It has now passed through Committee 
without alteration, and stands for a third reading, on 
the 5th of June, when, we trust, it will be sent to the 
House of Lords. 

These are cheering facts ; but do not suppose that the 
bill is now safe. Its foes will try to give the Lords an 
excuse for rejecting it, by diminishing the majority on 
the third reading. They will make further attempts to

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SUMMARY.

hap y career. 

work allotied to the Committee which 
was inted after so much discussion, 
the House of Commons to inquire into 

e administration of the Admiralty has 
been, to a considerable extent, anticipated 
by the Dockyards Commission which was 
appointed last autumn and has now made 
its report. The Commissioners throw a lurid 
light upon the management of our naval dock- 
yards, and present a formidable bill of indictment 
against the Admirality. The organisation of 
every department is declared to be defective, the 
mode of keeping the accounts imperfect, and 
they say “large retrenchments migbt be made” 
without impairing the efficiency of the yards. 
The report expresses no opinion upon the subject 
of iron-cased ships, but s guificantly remarks 
that their capabilities have yet to be tested, and 
recommends that these vessels be built by private 
contract. Amongst theexcellent suggestions of the 
Commissioners is one for the »ppointwent of a 
single Minister for the Naval Department who 

be entirely responsible for the control and 
management of the dockyards. Altogether, the 
report is honest, searching, aud thurough ; and 
the adoption of ite recommendations would, no 
doubt, increase the efficiency vf the service while 
it saved the pockets of the people. 

M. Kossuth has put forward acalm and digni- 
fied statement of facts and sentiments relative to 
the celebrated Hungarian notes in the shape of 
an affidavit to be put in before the Vice-Chaucel- 
lor’s Court, when the case again comes on for hear- 
ing.

The * as originally proposed, 
was afterwards agreed to by 215 against 13, the 
major part of the minority of 90 voting for the 
Address as a whole, although it coutained words 
against which they bad but a moment before 
protested. The Emperor, on receiving the de pu- 
tation to present Address, uttered no cen- 
du es upon the free speech of the Chambers, but 


on the contrary, said that, Notwithstandin 

the animated character of the discussion, he di 

not at all regret seeing the bodies of State 
approach questions of so difficult a nature as 
those of foreign policy.” Such language may be 
perfectly sincere ; for the Imperial Government 
has gained rather than lost in public esti- 
mation by allowing the violence of faction to 


expend itself in speech. 


Italy still waits upon the will of the French 
Emperor, and Napoleon III. still persists in 
remaining at Rome. The Turin Government 
and Parliament are therefore obliged to forego 
the p solution of the Roman difficulty. 
Pins 1X. is obdurate in resisting the proposals to 
come to terms with Victor Emmanuel, as “he 
cannot associate himself with those who fight 
against the Church and destroy the faith ;” and 
Count Cavour, after reconstructing his Cabinet 
on a broader basis, has been obliged to inform 
the Chambers that he cannot act iu opposition 
to France, but says that if the Court of Rome 
versists in the union of oy two 1 of = 

apacy, its policy will responsible for the 
ois which might result therefrom. The 
speech of the Italian Premier is worthy of the 
consideration of British statesmen. When he 
declares that “the union of the temporal and 
spiritual power has always and everywhere been 
a source of evil” he utters a sentiment that 
applies not less to Eogland than to Italy. That 
newly-constituted country has hitherto taken our 
institutions as a model. The time seems to have 
come when on questions of religious freedom it 
will leave us far behind. 


It is tifying to observe that the 
ehe no- an cri oar A North America are di- 
mivishing. Fort Sumter, in Charleston Harbour 
the point where a collision was most to be feared— 
is to be evacuate! by the Federal troops, and 
Senator Douglae, the late candidate for the Pre- 
sidency, has given in his adhesion to the Lincoln 
Government, on the express ground that he be- 
lieves the new President will not employ coercion. 
It is given out that the surrender of «ll the forts 
held in the seceding States will be most accept- 
able to the Border States iu the efforts they pro- 
pose to make for the reconstruction“ of the 
Union. In none of these members of the com- 
monwealth is there yet any strong secession 
feeling. They are proceeding leisurely, as though 
trusting to time—having agreed to hold a Con- 
ventiou in May. But the new Confederation 
shows uo signs of yielding. It has adopted a 
constitution and a flag, abolished the Navigation 
Laws, and is attempting successfully to raise an 
army as well as the sinews of war. At present 
there is nothing in the external ac's of the 
Southern nation to favour the notion that it will 
return to the Union. 


For some time past the accounts from Japan 
have revealed a very bad feeling between the 
native Government au population and the 
European residents. The telegraph now informs 
us that the Secretary of the American Mission 
at Jeddo has been murdered, and ‘that the 
Foreign Ministers have retired to Kanagawa. 
There cin be little doubt, we fear, that these 
disturbances will sooner or later end in war, to 
be followed with the same results as in China. 
Are the British people prepared, for the sake of 
very small commercial advantages, and in the 
interest of European alventurers, to open up a 
new chapter of bloodshed, coercion, and conquest 
in the East ? 


THE HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT. 


Heicuo! It is miserable work to summarise 
proceedivgs in which one has ceased to feel an 
interest. We have roused ourselves again and 
again from the apathy that steals over us in re- 
lation to Parliamentary eayings and dvings just 
as we have occasionally done when striving to 
follow a sermon too humdrum to compel atten- 
tion. But all in vain. We look out for points, 
aud there are no points to be seen. We try to 
descry, though it be at ever an remote a distance, 
sowething or other at which we may wave our 
hats in Sympatby or expectation. It is of no 
use. All around ur, and as far ahead of us as 
we cau stretch our vision, there is an arid 
expanse of unpromising soil, in which thistles 
and nettles grow abundantly, but over which 
there is but here and there a mall dot of useful 
legislation. We are driven to say the same 
things over and over again, and they are not 
pleasant things. Ihe menotony of nuschievous 
dulness quite oppresses us. We sit down witha 
determination to be cheerful, and before we have 
touched a couple of topics, we invariably aud 
insensibly siok into the prosaic mood of the 
scene before us. Heigho! When shall we once 
more look upon a change that will make our 
eyes brighteo, quicken our pulse, and impart 
vivacity to our leu Well, the Easter Recess is 
an agreeable one — we do not grudge its unusual 


— 


length. We never remember being 0 bored 
before by the records of Parliament. We do 
our duty manfully in — through the 
reporta—but oh! the weariness of it! We try 
to give our readers some notion of their salient 
features—but then, how weary, stale, flat and 
unprofitable ” the labour seems : 

We got a little exeited though, we candidly 
confess, thisday week. The report of the debate 
which took place in the House of Commons the 
evening before, dispelled our drowsioess for « 


time. We like to see a dirty and d table 
action hunted down. That was done on Tuesday 


se’nnight. Mr. Dunlop, whom nobody knows 
without respecting him, nobody suspects of party 
bitterness, nobody can justly accuse of impetu- 
osity of temper, brought under the notice of the 
House an instance of official dishonesty, untrutb- 
fulness, and meanness, so utterly flagitious that 
nothing but the fact of its being twenty years 
old saved it from the formal exeeration it 
deserved. We all remember the Affghan War. 
We all know to whose restless and policy 
it was attributed. After it was over, papers re- 
lating to it were Jaid upon the table of the House, 
from which it was made to appear that Sir Alex 
ander Burnes, the British Envoy to the Court of 
Cabul, sanctioned and even recommended that 
iniquitous and disastrous war. Sir Alexander 
lost his life in the Cabul massacre ; but it was 
well known to his friends that his 
with the Government of India had been tam 
with in order to shift upon his shoulders the re- 
8 which belonged ouly to his superiorr. 
ndeed, the mutilated extracts from his letters 
contained in the Blue-Book presented to Purlia- 
ment au that injustice had been done 
him. The entire correspondence was moved for 
again and agaiv, but was obstivately refused. 
hen Lord Stanley, however, was Secretary of 
State for India, he consented to produce the 
documents entire. Upon a comparison of the two 
sets of documents, it is found that the utmost in- 
genuity bad been brought to bear upon the first 
set for the purpose of misleading Parliament. 


Sir Alexander Burnes, instead of having sanc- 
tioned the course pursued towards Dost omed, 
had strongly and repeatedly protested against it, 


and had been severely snubbed for his pains. 
Yet by culling a sentence here and there, by 
leaving out this and the other passage, by trans- 
ition, modification, and clever arrangement, 
arliament and the country were led to believe 
that the war was undertaken on the su 
and recommendation of Sir A. Burnes. It was 
this job which Mr. Dunlop reviewed and de- 
nounced, It was this that Lord Palmerston 
stiffly defended. Who was the sinner that did it 
we cannot say; we only know that it was done 
under the auspices of the then President of the 
Board of Control, Lord Broughton, and the 
then Foreign Secretary, Lord Palmerston. In 
effect, it was a sneaking falsehood amounting 
to forgery—it was the wanipulation by adroit 
hands of public correspondence with a view to 
produce a lying and malignant impreasion—it 
was a meau injustice towards Sir A. Burnes, an 
insult to Parliament, an outrage upon her 
Majesty the Queen. Who was the guilty party! 
Mr. Dunlop wanted a Select Committee to inquire 
—for if Parliamentary Blue Books areto be thus 
pa 1 who henceforth will trust them? 

r. Bright dra the scandal forth, aud having 
worried it, laid it at the feet of Lord Palmerston. 
Mr. Disraeli was virtuously indignant because 
the men who might have known, and probably did 
know, all this two years ago, formed an alliance 
with the men who were guilty of it, and so turned 
out Lord Derby’s Government. He would not now 
assist in punishing the perpetrators. The House 
—the present House of Contene we mean— 
could not be expected to look upon trickery and 
deception with severe condemnation —so after a 
debate which has done more to damage the repu- 
tation of Lord Palmerston, aye, and of Lord John 
Russell, thau anythiug which has oceurred since 
the Crimean War, Mr. Dunlop was refused his 
Committee by 159 votes to 49. So much for 
Ministerial responsibility ! 

Sir John Trelawny’s Bill, relating to County 
Rates and Expenditure, has not proved a success. 
The priuciple of it was debated on Wednesday 
last, and, as far as speeches went, waa generally 
recognised as sound. But the measure was 80 
unfit to be mauaged by a private member, aud 
was so carelessly and ill-contrived, that the House 
rejected it hy a majority of 163 to 125. We are 
not sure that the equivocal support of Sir G. C. 
Lewis was not fatal to the Bill. His whole 
speech was in disparagement of its provisions as 
loose, unworkable, aud in some instances absurd 
—but he concluded by declaring that he should 
vote for the second reading. This is getting to 
be the Home Secretary’s habit, As far as his 
vote goes he is with you—as far as his arguments 
aud his iofluence go he is against you. It is 
letting ‘I dare not’ wait upon ‘I would.“ It 
indicates Ministerial feebleness. It conciliates 
no party. It generally ends in failure. And it 
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involves the Government in the discredit of being 
beaten.

THE FAMINE IN INDIA. 


STARVATION stands face to face with upwards 
of three millions of our fellow-subjects in the 
North-Western Provinces of India. The usual 
rains have been withholden, and the plains

the raw berries of the jungle. Thousands have 
lost all ability to move to the means of sub- 
sistence, and are perishing in their desolate 
— It is computed that there are now a 

on and a half, at least, aud that very soon 
there will be treble that number, of men, women, 
and children between whom and death there is, 
or will be, nothing bat the helping hand of 
charity. To mitigate this awful calamity a 
Relief Committee has been formed in Calcutta, 
which, after laying the foundation of a Fund, 
has appealed to the aid of British benevolence, 
by means of a letter from its Chairman to the 
Lord Mayor of London.

If, instead of being a famine which 
threatens the existence of millions of natives, it 
had been a quarrel with some Indian prince,

scheme of policy. When life is to be taken 
property devastated, there is al ways an admirably 
efficient organisation, and no apparent lack of 
resources. How is it that we hear of no such 
energy, skill, and expenditure in the attempt to 
save life? Surely, when so large a percen 

of the people is exposed to destruction, and that 
too under circumstances in which time and 
organisation as well as money are required, 
taxation should be unshriokingly resorted to 
and all the varied machinery and facilities of 


Has this been done? Have the authorities at 
Calcutta gone to balf the expense, exercised half 
the foresight, displayed half the promptitude and 
energy, which would undoubtedly have been 
elicited bad some trumpery conspiracy of border 
chieftains threatened an invasion of our Indian 
territory? If e, it ie a pity that we are kept in 
ignorance on the subject. If not, it is inexcusable 
to throw so vust a work upon the hands of 
British charity. 

Considerations of this tenor, we imagine, must 
have influenced the minds of those gentlemen in 
the City to whom the Lord Mayor, on receipt of 
the letter from the Chairman of the Calcutta 
Relief Committee, applied for advice how he 
might best act. We are not sure that these gen- 
tlemen have not tendered wise advice. Possibly, 
when our Ang!o-Indian brethren learn that there 
is not the smallest chance of their being able to 
shift the burden off their own shoulders on to 
ours, they will gird up themselves to cope with 
the advancing monster, and will yet snatch its 
trembling and helpless prey out of its jaws. The 
work needing to be done can, in this instance, be 
efficiently done by the Goverament of India alone; 
and any active interference of British charity 
would only furnish a pretext to the Government to 
evade their proper responsibility. Let Sir Charles 
Wood send out the necessary orders to Lord 
Canning to fight the famine inch by inch, at any 
expense, and at all risks. This will be more 
merciful to the perishing inhabitantsof the North- 
Western Provinces than any public meeting in 
the ptian Hall, or avy magnificent list of sub- 
scriptions, We are not usually disposed to prefer 
the action of the Civil authority to that of private 
benevolence, in meeting the disasters which over- 
take humanity. But there are sowe cases—and 
this ieone—in which charity is out of place; for 
surely it is the especi-I duty of the ruling power 
to exhaust all its resourcesin protecting the lives 
of its subjects, no matter whence the calamity 
may arise by which they are put in peril.
